Do  you  know  where  the  lettuce  in  your  salad  came  from?  What  about  the  tomatoes?  And 
those  cucumbers? 

Saying  the  produce  is  simply  “from  the  store”  isn’t  good  enough  for  Drs.  Tammy  and  Rob  Faux 
(pronounced  “fox”).  At  mealtime,  these  organic  farmers  serve  up  pesticide-free  veggies  and  an 
education  about  issues  related  to  ecology  and  social  justice. 

Organic  farming  was  a hobby  that  turned  into  a community-based  business  for  the  Fauxes.  After 
raising  flowers  using  organic  methods,  the  Fauxes  bought  an  acreage  west  ofTripoli,  Iowa,  and 
expanded  to  vegetable  farming. 

In  summer  2004,  they  committed  to  expanding  their  organic  farming  enterprise  to  include  myriad 
varieties  of  tomatoes,  bell  peppers,  squashes  and  other  produce.  Today,  they  run  Genuine  Faux 
Farms  and  raise  a vast  array  of  vegetables  and  free-range  turkeys  and  chickens. 

“We  typically  start  lettuce,  radishes,  spinach  and  peas  in  early  April,”  explained  Tammy,  assistant 
professor  of  social  work.  “We  don’t  use  any  chemical  pesticides,  fertilizers  or  herbicides.  It’s  hard

work;  it  means  pulling  weeds  by  hand,  ...  and 
sometimes  we  lose  some  of  the  crops.  Deer 
are  one  of  our  worst  enemies!  We  do  a lot  of 
research  to  find  things  that  will  protect  the  crops 
naturally.” 

A less  back-breaking  method  of  pest 
management  is  called  “companion  planting,” 
explained  Rob,  senior  lecturer  in  mathematics. 
“We  plant  potatoes  and  beans  next  to  each 
other.  The  bean  beetles  don’t  like  potatoes,  and 
the  beans  repel  potato  beetles.” 

The  mission  of  Genuine  Faux  Farms  is: 

“We  believe  in  the  importance  of  being 
good  stewards  of  our  environment  and  good 
citizens  of  our  community.  We  strive  to  work 
in  harmony  with  nature  to  produce  good- 
tasting  foods  (using  no  pesticides,  herbicides  or 
chemical  fertilizers)  to  support  the  health  of  our 
neighbors  and  our  local  economy. 

“Through  Community  Supported  Agriculture, 
we  seek  to  build  enduring  partnerships 
with  shareholders.  We  hope  to  support  our 
community’s  need  to  access  fresh  food  and 
local  products  and  to  provide  an  alternative  to 
long-distance  food  distribution  and  to  reduce 
potentially  destructive  land  use  practices.” 


It’s  a mission  Tammy  takes  into  the  classroom. 
“How  we  get  our  food  and  where  we  get  it 
from  is  a social  issue,”  she  said,  noting  that 
much  of  the  produce  consumed  in  the  United 
States  travels  at  least  1,500  miles  and  is  often 
imported.  “If  you  consume  locally  produced 
food,  you  cut  down  on  the  use  of  fossil  fuels 
that  were  used  to  transport  it.  You  cut  down 
on  the  times  it  has  to  change  hands.  And  if  it’s 
local,  it  probably  tastes  better,  because  it  was 
picked  when  it  was  ripe,  whereas  the  produce 
you  often  get  in  grocery  stores  ripens  on  a 
truck.” 

The  Fauxes  rely  on  organic  methods  to  ensure 
the  food  they  eat  and  sell  doesn’t  contain 
harmful  chemicals.  They  also  are  interested  in 
dramatically  cutting  the  distance  food  travels 
from  producer  to  market  to  your  fork. 

The  couple  eschews  genetically  modified  and 
hybridized  vegetables  as  well.  “People  have 
actually  become  used  to  caring  about  what 
tomatoes  look  like  more  than  about  what  they 
taste  like,”  Tammy  said.  “They  want  a perfect, 
round,  red  tomato  with  no  blemishes,  and  they 
don’t  care  if  it  doesn’t  have  any  flavor.” 

The  Fauxes  sell  produce  at  farmers’  markets 
in  northeast  Iowa  and  through  a community 
supported  agricultural  (CSA)  program,  which 
several  Wartburg  faculty  and  staff  members 
belong  to. 

CSA  program  members  purchase  a share  in  the 
season’s  crops.  Each  week,  the  Fauxes  deliver 
members  their  share  of  the  crops  harvested 
that  week.  Members  also  understand  that  if  the 
crops  don’t  fare  well,  dividends  will  be  smaller. 

CSA  deliveries  begin  as  early  as  late  May,  and 
the  amount  of  produce  increases  as  more  crops 
come  in.  Delivery  for  the  year  ceases  in  mid- 
October. 

Genuine  Faux  Farms  is  partially  certified 
organic  farm,  which  requires  compliance  with 
several  regulations.  They  will  gain  full  organic 
certification  in  2009,  when  all  of  their  fields 
have  been  out  of  conventional  production  for 
at  least  three  years.

It  started  as  nothing— passion  and  an  idea.

Jarrett  Williams  TO,  of  Chicago,  and  his  friend, 
Kyle  Kenan,  a student  at  Morehouse  College  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  developed  Ladders  Organization 
to  connect  talented 
college  students  with 
children  in  Chicago.

Staffers  hope  to  help  children 
discover  their  potential.  They 
also  want  to  be  positive  role 
models  for  Ladders  participants. 
For  example,  Williams  is  a

Williams  developed  the  program  and  recruited 
five  of  his  high  school  classmates  to  assist  with  the 
program. 

“(Ladders)  is  100  percent  student-run,  organized 
and  planned,”  said  Williams.  “We  did  everything 


“We  would  like  to  share  some 
of  our  privileges  we  had  in  our 
individual  lives  with  the  next 
generation  of  children,”  said 
Williams. 


On  average,  10  children  participated  in  the 
program  during  summer  2007  on  a weekly 
basis,  continuously  drawing  new  children. 
The  ratio  of  staff  to  participants  averaged 
one  to  two. 

Ladders  Summer  Enrichment  Program  is 
organized  like  a high  school,  and  English, 
creative  writing,  math,  science  and  public 
speaking  are  taught.  The  program  ran  nine 
weeks  on  Saturdays  from  10  a.m.  to  3 p.m. 
last  summer.  It  is  open  to  students  in  third 
through  ninth  grades. 

In  addition,  Ladders  focuses  on  a variety 
of  topics,  such  as  handling  social  issues/ 
conflicts;  becoming  more  outgoing; 
flexibility  with  students  and  parents; 
helping  students  catch  up  or  get  ahead  in 
their  academic  work;  problem  solving;  and 
working  with  students  at  their  level,  not  age 
or  grade.

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Making  a contribution, 
one  child  at  a time

More  than  20  years  ago,  an  evening 

newscast  changed  the  lives  of  Paul  and 
Nancy  Magnall. 

While  watching  KWWL-TV  anchor  Ron  Steele’s 
“Iowa’s  Child,”  Nancy  discovered  a way  to  help 
the  community  and  stay  home  with  her  two 
children.

Two  decades  later,  she  and  Paul,  associate 
professor  of  business,  have  offered  a foster 
home  to  more  than  150  children.  Nancy  is  an 
adoption  information  specialist  for  the  Iowa 
Foster  and  Adoptive  Parents  Association. 

After  becoming  certified  foster  and  adoptive 
parents,  the  Magnalls  began  welcoming  kids, 
specifically  medically  fragile  children. 

Between  taking  the  children  to  their  various 
appointments  and  working,  the  Magnalls  are 
quite  busy.  “Life  can  be  pretty  chaotic,”  Nancy 
admitted  with  a smile.  “You  don’t  have  much 
of  a social  life.  Wartburg  has  been  flexible  in 
(Paul’s)  schedule.  He  has  been  able  to  take  the 
children  to  appointments  when  1 am  out  of 
town  or  with  another  child.  We  have  an  equal 
partnership.” 

In  addition  to  Nancy’s  work,  she  has  written 
several  booklets  on  medication  management 
and  helping  adopted  children  succeed  in  school. 

Paul  and  Nancy  hope  their  commitment  to 
being  foster  and  adoptive  parents  has  helped 
their  biological  children,  now  grown,  become 
better  and  more  compassionate  adults. 

The  Magnalls  have  learned  a lot  from  their 
experiences.  “I  think  we  all  come  in  with  the 
idea  that  we  need  to  rescue  these  children,  but 
with  help  these  parents  become  better  parents— 
good  parents,”  Nancy  said. 

Some  children  have  stayed  with  them  as  little  as 
four  hours,  while  others  as  long  as  three  years. 
Some  are  weeks  old,  while  others  are  nearing 
their  18th  birthdays.  “The  last  time  we  had  a 
month  without  the  placement  of  a new  child 
was  in  the  early  1990s,”  said  Paul. 


In  the  past  20  years,  the  Magnalls  have 
adopted  one  child,  Andrew,  who  came 
to  them  as  an  infant.  The  majority  of 
children  returned  to  their  original  homes. 

Emotions  are  mixed  when  a child  leaves. 
“Each  situation  is  different,  and  the 
feelings  can  range  from  a sense  of  relief  if 
the  child  has  been  particularly  difficult, 
to  feelings  of  happiness  for  a child  who 
has  been  waiting  for  an  adoptive  family, 
to  satisfaction  when  we  have  successfully 
helped  a child  transition  back  to  their 
birthparents,”  said  Nancy.  “Of  course, 
no  matter  what  the  situation,  there  are 
always  some  feelings  of  sadness  and  loss 
when  you  say  goodbye  to  a child  you  have 
cared  for  and  who  has  been  part  of  your 
family.” 

The  Magnalls  have  stayed  in  contact 
with  some  of  the  children  for  whom 
they  cared.  “I  think  it  is  really  neat  to 
maintain  the  relationships  (with  the  foster 
children).

“She  told  me 
that  I taught  her  how  to  be  a mom,”  said 
Nancy.  “Paul  and  I didn’t  know  if  we  had 
made  a difference  or  not,  but  we  did. 
Sometimes,  regardless  of  how  you  feel, 
you  make  a bigger  difference  than  you 
realize.”

Friedman,  Moeller  keep  Olympic  dreams  alive

With  every  race,  former  Wartburg  College  cross 
country  and  track  and  field  standouts  Erin 
Ries  Moeller  ’00  and  Robyn  Olson  Friedman 
’95  take  a step  toward  goals. 

They  do  so  individually  and  in  many  cases,  as  a team. 

The  major  goal  the  two  have  is  to  take  a shot  at  the  U.S. 
Olympic  Marathon  Trials  this  April.  Both  qualified  for  the 
trials’— women’s  marathon,  which  will  be  hosted  by  the 
Boston  Athletic  Association  April  20.  They’ve  each  hit  the  B 
standard  of  2:47,  with  Moeller  striking  the  mark  during  her 
victory  at  the  Green  Bay  in  a time  of  two  hours,  40  minutes, 
and  Friedman  doing  so  with  a 2:42  clocking  while  claiming 
the  Des  Moines  Marathon  title. 

Due  to  good  finishes  at  recent  marathons— Moeller  at 
the  Twin  Cities  Marathon  and  Friedman  in  Chicago,  the 
pait  will  have  all  expenses  paid  when  they  go  to  the  trials. 
Although  they  are  already  going  to  make  the  trip  in  April 
with  their  B standard  efforts,  hitting  the  higher  A standard 
time  slot  of  2:39  qualifies  each  for  the  elite  group  of  the 
trials. 

Both  are  poised  for  success.  Friedman  already  owns  the 
championships  of  the  Des  Moines  Marathon,  Park  to  Park, 
Dam  to  Dam,  and  Clive  Running  Festival  events  and  strong 
finishes  at  the  Drake  Relays  half-marathon  and  Alliant  8K 
Energy  races. 

Moeller’s  credentials  are  just  as  impressive  with  the  Green 
Bay  title  (making  the  final  lap  around  historic  Lambeau  Field 
for  good  measure),  the  Drake  Relays  half-marathon  title, 
and  solid  outings  at  the  always-popular  Bix  race  in  the  Quad 
Cities  and  the  Park  to  Park  event. 

“We’re  both  close  to  the  higher  B standard  time,”  Friedman 
said.  “We’ve  been  going  back  and  forth  times-wise  in  our 
recent  races.  It’s  neat  to  have  someone  like  Erin  out  there, 
pushing  myself  and  herself  to  do  our  best.” 

“Robyn  is  an  amazing  runner  and  great  friend,”  Moeller 
agreed.  “It  is  indeed  a special  opportunity  to  be  able  to 
compete  in  these  events  with  her.” 

While  realizing  the  odds  of  making  the  Olympic  team  for  the 
Beijing  Games  this  summer  will  be  tough,  it’s  another  goal 
to  add  to  their  list.

“There  would  be  a remarkable  field  of 
athletes  at  the  trials,”  said  Friedman,  who 
will  make  her  second  successive  appearance 
at  the  event.  “It  would  be  great  to  just 
compete  against  them  again,  and  there  is 
always  an  opportunity  to  drop  a personal 
time  down.” 


Their  passion  for  running  has  spilled  over  into 
their  family  lives  as  well. 

“It  was  important  for  me  to  keep  running,”

Despite  being  in  competition  on  the  race 
course,  the  friendship  they’ve  built  in  and 
out  of  college  led  to  the  two  pursuing  some 
team  goals.

Our  membership  includes  Christy 
Nielsen,  also  an  Olympic  Marathon  Trials 
qualifier,  Casey  Owens,  a qualifier  for  the 
U.S.  Olympic  Track  and  Field  Team  Trials 
in  the  5,000  and  10,000,  fellow  Wartburg 
alumna  Laura  Max  ’99  and  other  top-notch 
runners.” 

Friedman  and  Moeller  noted  that  other 
women  interested  in  continuing  their  long- 
distance running  careers  can  check  out 
Iowa’s  Run  Ablaze  club  at  www.runablaze. 
com. 

Their  group  recently  made  its  mark  on  a 
race  in  the  Cedar  Valley  area,  taking  several 
of  its  members  to  the  Park  to  Park  event 
in  Waterloo  the  weekend  of  Sept.  8.  It 
also  plans  to  put  a team  together  for  next 
summer’s  Des  Moines  race  as  well  as  sending 
a group  to  the  U.S.A.  Track  and  Field  Club 
cross  country  championships  this  December 
in  Ohio.

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Kuester  clan  born  with  ‘orange  blood’

In  1935  Arnold  Kuester  weighed  his  options.  He  could  attend 
St.  Paul’s  Seminary  in  Minnesota  or  Warthurg  College  in  Iowa. 

The  teenager,  raised  on  a farm  in  Riplinger,  Wis.,  wanted  to  pursue 
ministry.  After  engaging  in  conversation  with  a Warthurg  students 
at  an  event,  Kuester  decided  to  be  a Knight.  Joining  the  football  and 
baseball  teams,  he  eventually  changed  his  major  to  biology  and  picked 
up  a coaching  endorsement. 

Through  the  years,  Kuester,  who  passed  away  in  April,  and  his  family 
regularly  returned  to  Warthurg  for  Homecoming  and  sporting  events. 
He  and  his  wife,  Myrna,  brought  their  children  to  cheer  on  the 
Knights. 

“I  was  exposed  to  Warthurg  at  a very  early  age,”  said  Charles  Kuester 
’75  of  Everly,  Iowa.  “I  was  always  impressed  with  their  class  and 
professionalism  when  walking  through  the  campus.” 

This  professionalism  was  enough  to  ensure  siblings  Charles  and  Lynn 
Kuester  Ness  ’73  would  attend  Warthurg. 

The  siblings  may  have  thought  moving  on  to  college  meant  separating, 
but  that  was  far  from  the  case.  Close  in  age,  they  lived  across  the  hall 
from  each  other  in  the  Manors. 

Charles  said  some  parties  were  all  day  events.  “Cartoon  parties  were 
a big  thing  when  we  were  in  college;  we  would  prep  at  6 a.m.  with 
breakfast  and  then  go  to  the  athletic  events  together  as  house.” 

Like  his  dad,  Charles  played  football  for  the  Knights  and  obtained  his 
coaching  endorsement.  Lynn  went  on  to  major  in  music  education 
and  is  an  elementary  school  teacher  in  of  Prescott  Valley,  Ariz. 

Charles  also  followed  his  father  into  a career  in  education.  He  is 
principal  at  RoyahClay  High  School. 

He  remains  impressed  with  Wartburg’s  “tremendous  alumni  base”  and 
quality  students.  “There  is  no  better  place  to  get  an  education  than 
Warthurg— that’s  the  bottom  line!” 

Like  their  father,  Charles’  children  took  up  residence  in  the  Manors 
when  they  attended  Warthurg.  Adam  Kuester,  now  of  Cedar  Palls, 
Iowa,  graduated  in  2004.  His  sister,  Katy  Kuester  ’07,  enrolled  that  fall. 
“I  grew  up  with  ‘orange  blood,’  so  it  kind  of  transferred  over.  I came 
here  so  many  times  to  see  my  brother  and  fiance,  so  it  was  always 


in  the  back  of  my  mind  to  come  here,”  said  Katy,  whose  fiance,  Ben 
Thomsen  ’06,  also  attended  Warthurg  and  played  men’s  golf. 

There  was  never  any  pressure  to  keep  the  Warthurg  tradition  alive,  said 
Adam.  Instead,  he  was  encouraged  to  explore  his  college  options  and 
find  that  “fit.”  He  credits  the  personable  environment  and  welcoming 
faculty  and  staff  with  helping  him  select  Warthurg. 

“The  biggest  reason  my  family  wanted  me  to  come  to  Warthurg  was 
because  they  all  said  it  was  the  best  four  years  of  their  life,”  added 
Adam,  who  agrees  with  their  assessment. 

Although  Adam’s  times  at  Warthurg  were  different  than  his  dad’s  days 
of  bellbottoms  and  disco  music,  Warthurg  has  always  been  a part  of  the 
family’s  consciousness. 

“It’s  evident  that  Warthurg  is  looking  to  the  future,”  said  Adam. 
“When  the  time  rolls  around  when  my  children  are  deciding  where  to 
go  to  school,  I could  definitely  see  them  choosing  Warthurg.  It  was  a 
great  school  when  my  grandfather  was  there,  it  was  even  better  when  I 
was  there,  and  I can  only  expect  it  to  be  that  much  better  20  years  from 
now.”
